We  hope  you  will  read  the  reports  concerning  the  hospital  with  in- 
terest and  if  there  are  any  unanswered  questions  that  you  will  feel 
free  to  discuss  them  with  the  hospital  Board  of  Trustees.  They  will 
be  delighted  to  discuss  with  you  your  questions  at  your  convenience. 

In  preparing  a  report  of  this  nature  it  is  impossible  due  to  space 
limitations  to  include  everything  pertaining  to  town  affairs.  We  have 
tried  to  include  information  of  most  interest  to  the  majority  of  the 
people  as  well  as  that  information  required  by  state  law.  Should  you 
find  that  some  particular  piece  of  information  in  which  you  are  in- 
terested is  not  included  you  are  invited  and  urged  to  visit  the  town 
office  where  we  will  be  happy  to  discuss  the  situation  with  you  and 
obtain  for  you  any  available  desired  information.

1954  TOWN  REPORT  COVER 
DOORWAY   CARRIE   F.  WRIGHT  HOSPITAL 

On  the  cover  of  this  year's  town  report  appears  a  night  photograph 
by  Whitney's  Studio  of  the  doorway  to  the  Carrie  F.  Wright  Hospital, 
Newport.  In  1954  the  hospital  for  the  first  time  in  its'  history  was 
accredited  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals  of 
United  States  and  Canada.  This  certificate  of  accreditation  which 
now  hangs  in  the  hospital  lobby  is  a  credit  not  only  to  the  hospital 
but  to  the  fine  work  and  organization  of  the  medical  staff  and  the 
people  of  Newport  and  the  surrounding  area.  With  this  honor  bestowed 
on  the  hospital  the  people  of  Newport  can  look  upon  this  doorway  as 
their  entrance  to  modern  medical  care. 
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TOWN  WARRANT 

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport,  qualified  to  vote  on  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years;  to  elect  a 
Town  Treasurer;  and  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission  for 
three  years  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents,  and  Committees 
necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  employ  State  Auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books  of  the  Town 
and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  pass  any  vote  in  re- 
lation thereto. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer, 
Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  Taxes,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  on 
1955  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  tax  invoices. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town 
through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  in  any  other  manner. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  revoke  its  adoption  of 
the  Town  Manager  Plan  as  prescribed  in  the  Revised  Laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  Chapter  55  as  amended  and  pass  any  vote 
in  relation  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt  the 
recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate  the 
various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget  which 
include  the  following  recommended  special  appropriations. 

(a)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  to  be  used  by  the  Newport 
Planning  Board  to  develop  a  comprehensive  plan  for  Newport  in- 
cluding among  other  things  a  land  use  plan,  a  plan  for  major  streets 
and  roads,  a  zoning  plan  and  in  general  a  program  for  the  best 
economic  development  of  the  town. 

(b)  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 


of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural 
advantages  and  resources  of  the  Town,  together  with  other  Towns 
in  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region,  and  pass  any  vote  in  re- 
lation thereto. 

(c)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $350.00  to  be  used  for  a  series  of  summer  band  concerts  for 
1955  to  be  held  on  the  Newport  Common. 

(d)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $300.00  for  publicizing  and  advertising  the  Lake  Sunapee  Area, 
the  same  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Lake  Sunapee  Board  of  Trade 
for  this  purpose. 

(e)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  to  be  used  by  the  Newport  Recreation  Association  for 
maintenance  of  the  Play  Center  in  said  Town. 

(f)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,500.00  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  a  highway  and  building  a 
bridge  across  the  Sugar  River  from  Route  11,  "so-called,  to  land  of 
John  E.  Rowe  and  on  the  same  site  as  the  old  road  leading  from 
Route  11  to  the  old  horse  track,  so-called,  provided  that  the  said 
John  E.  Rowe  contributes  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  toward  the  con- 
struction of  the  same  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  establish- 
ment of  an  aeronautical  fund,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
188,  Laws  of  1951,  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Article  11.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 

(Polls    shall   be   open   for   the   reception   of   ballots   at   9:30   A.   M. 
and  shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  P.  M.)

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and  Citizens  of  Newport: 

The  following  table  indicates  the  activity  of  the  Fire  Department 
in  1954  as  compared  with  previous  years.

It  was  interesting  to  note  that  while  the  number  of  calls  was  fewer 
than  in  either  1952  or  1953,  the  total  insurance  loss  was  actually 
greater. 

The  fire  truck  purchased  in  1953  is  proving  to  be  a  very  good  in- 
vestment. The  truck  is  equipped  for  the  use  of  high  pressure  fog  and 
this  is  giving  the  department  very  good  results.  The  truck  also  came 
equipped  with  two  Scott  air  pack  gas  masks  and  these  were  used 
effectively  in  the  recent  fire  at  the  Mahoney  residence  on  Pine  Street. 

The  installation  of  the  new  ten  inch  water  main  has  resulted  in  a 
steady  water  pressure  of  over  100  lbs.  at  the  fire  station.  This  re- 
liable .water  pressure  means  that  the  department  will  be  able  to  con- 
nect to  hydrants  with  more  confidence  than  they  have  been  able  to 
do  in  the  past. 

The  two-way  radio  system  continues  to  prove  valuable  to  the  Fire 
Department  and  is  regularly  used  to  relay  messages  to  the  Police 
Department. 

During  1954  the  apparatus  room  walls  and  ceiling  were  painted,  a 
new  set  of  batteries  for  the  fire  alarm  system  was  installed  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $170.00,  and  all  of  the  wiring  for  the  alarm  system 
within  the  fire  station  was  renewed. 

In  1955  repairs  to  the  outside  wiring  of  the  fire  alarm  system  should 
be  made,  steel  beams  should  be  installed  to  support  the  floor  under 
the  middle  bay  of  the  apparatus  room  where  the  LaFrance  pumper 
stands.  The  budget  provides  for  doing  this  plus  the  conversion  of 
the  present  coal  burning  boiler  to  oil. 

The  proposed  1955  budget  also  provides  for  an  increase  in  monthly 
meeting  and  practice  session  pay  from  $50.00  per  year  to  $100.00 
per  year  per  man.  In  the  past  the  firemen  have  been  paid  $50.00  ann- 
ually for  attending  12  training  meetings.  The  plan  in  1955  is  to  in- 
crease the  pay  from  $50.00  to  $100.00  per  man  and  to  have  16  training 
sessions.  There  will  be  2  training  meetings  per  month  during  the 
months  of  May,  June,  July  and  August  and  1  meeting  per  month  the 
rest  of.  the  year.  There  are  approximately  40  men  in  the  department, 
hence  the  increase  represents  $2,000.00.  The  department  is  already 
an  efficient  fire  department,  but  it  is  an  axiom  of  good  fire  fighting 
practice   that  the  more   training  the  firemen  have,  the   better  firemen 
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they  will  be.  There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  pay  since  1921,  there- 
fore  this  plan   provides  for  a  raise  which  is   probably  long  overdue. 

The  men  in  the  department  are  well  trained  and  very  interested  in 
keeping  our  fire  losses  down  and  in  my  opinion  are  doing  a  fine  job 
of  it. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Town  Manager,  and  the  Citizens 
of  Newport  for  their  splendid  cooperation  this  past  year.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and  Citizens  of  Newport: 

It  is  the  function  of  the  Police  Department  through  adequate  syste- 
matic patrol  to  furnish  protection  to  persons  and  property,  to  prevent 
crime  and  other  disorders  and  to  apprehend  criminals  and  law  viola- 
tors, also  the  efficient  and  effective  regulation  of  street  traffic  in 
order  to  insure  the  maximum  of  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public. 

In  1954  the  number  of  regular  full  time  officers  was  increased  from 
four  to  five  by  the  appointment  of  Norman  LaCroix,  a  former  special 
police  offiper,  as  a  regular  officer.  In  October,  Officer  LaCroix  atten- 
ded the  New  Hampshire  Police  Officers  Training  School  held  for  two 
weeks  at  the  Nashua  Police  Department,  the  school  being  sponsored 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Chiefs  of  Police  Association.  We  feel  that  this 
training  has  been  a  definite  asset  to  the  department  and  I  hope  we 
will  be  able  to  continue  with  this  policy  of  training  a  man  each  year. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  accidents  has  declined  from 
113  to  91.  This  could  only  be  accomplished  by  the  public  adhering 
to  the  principles  of  law  enforcement.

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ADMINISTRATOR'S  REPORT 
CARRIE  F.  WRIGHT  HOSPITAL 

In  June  1954  the  hospital  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  received 
its  accreditation  from  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Hos- 
pitals. This  means  that  the  work  and  procedures  carried  out  by  the 
staff  and  the  services  offered  by  the  hospital  meet  the  standards  re- 
quired by  this  Joint  Commission  and  that  the  hospital  offers  services 
which  when  compared  on  a  national  basis  compares  favorably  with 
general  hospitals  throughout  the  country.  The  achievement  of  this 
high  rating  was  made  possible  by  the  support  of  the  community,  the 
cooperation  and  work  of  the  medical  staff,  and  the  excellent  work 
of  the  nurses  and  operating  personnel  of  the  hospital. 

While  1954  saw  the  hospital  recognized  as  one  providing  the  best 
in  medical  service,  it  also  saw  the  hospital  in  a  dire  financial  posi- 
tion. This  was  the  result  of  a  small  number  of  patients  at  the  hospital 
particularly  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Costs  for  operating  the 
hospital  are  approximately  the  same  whether  there  are  six  or  sixteen 
patients  i.  e.  heat,  lights,  minimum  nursing  staff  etc.  could  probably 
handle  sixteen  patients  as  well  as  six.  Thus  with  a  small  number  of 
patients  or  what  is  known  as  a  low  census  the  fixed  operating  costs 
caused  the  hospital  to  operate  at  an  excessive  loss.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  the  census  did  increase  and  the  average  census  for 
the  year  was  thirteen.  While  this  average  census  was  much  better 
than  a  census  of  only  7.1,  which  the  hospital  experienced  during 
February  of  1954,  nevertheless  it  is  too  low.  The  average  must  be 
increased  in  the  future  if  the  hospital  is  to  operate  without  suffering 
an  insurmountable  financial  loss.  It  will  only  be  by  the  continued 
support  of  everyone  in  the  Newport  area  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
Carrie  F.  Wright  Hospital  by  the  people  of  this  area  for  their  basic 
medical  care  that  we  will  be  able  to  expect  a  better  financial  picture 
in  the  future. 

Included  in  this  Town  Report  is  a  statement  of  income  and  expen- 
ditures for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1954  appears.  The  statement  in- 
dicates that  the  net  income  for  services  rendered  was  $77,643.81. 
Cash  expenditures  to  provide  these  services  cost  $113,046.43,  thus 
the  hospital  suffered  a  cash  loss  of  more  than  $35,000.00  during  the 
year  on  services  rendered.  Major  Contributions  to  the  hospital  to  off- 
set this  loss  were:  Hospital  Aid  Society  contributed  $6,886.07,  Town 
of  Newport,  $15,000.00,  Town  of  Sunapee  $200.00  and  income  from 
trust  funds  $5,555.28.  In  addition  it  was  necessary  to  issue  notes  to 
make  up  the  deficit. 

The    following   tabulation    taken  from    the    Auditors'    Report   shows 

that   the  hospital    in   1954  was   used  more  than  at   any   other   time  in 
recent  years.

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While  the  hospital  was  used  more  in  1954  than  ever  before,  in- 
creased operating  costs  due  to  increased  costs  for  wages  and  special 
services  and  supplies  continued  to  increase  also,  thus  we  need  an 
even  greater  increase  in  the  use  of  the  hospital  before  the  financial 
situation  will  be  appreciably  improved.  For  example  net  income  for 
services  rendered  increased  $9,084.08  over  the  preceding  year.  How- 
ever at  the  same  time  the  cost  for  special  services  increased  $11,879. 
03. 

The  auditors  reported  that  68%  of  all  income  received  by  the  hos- 
pital was  expended  in  Newport  in  the  form  of  wages  paid  to  residents, 
purchases  from     local    concerns  and  payment  for  other  local  services, 
It    is   thus    apparant   that  the   hospital   represents   a    significant   local 
industry.

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WATER  WORKS  IMPROVEMENTS  -   1954 


On  March  26,  1954  the  Selectmen  signed  a  contract  with  Hayden, 
Harding  and  Buchanan,  Consulting  Engineers,  of  Boston,  for  the 
preparation  of  detailed  plans,  specifications  and  contract  documents 
for  the  10  inch  water  main  and  chlorination  facilities  authorized  by 
vote  of  the  1954  annual  town  meeting.  Upon  the  completion  of  this 
design  work  the  town  advertised  for  bids  to  be  opened  on  July  9, 
1954.  Ten  bids  were  received.  Based  on  the  estimated  quantities 
these  bids  ranged  from  a  low  bid  by  W.  C.  Ferguson  of  $81,067.20 
to  a  high  bid  of  more  than  $144,000.00.  On  the  basis  of  these  bids 
and  the  engineers*  recommendations  the  contract  was  awarded  to 
W.  C.  Ferguson  of  Keene,  N.  H.  on  July  16th. 

The  contract  called  for  the  use  of  asbestos— cement  pipe  which 
saved  the  town  approximately  $5,600.00  as  opposed  to  cast  iron  pipe. 

On  August  19,  1954  the  contractor  started  to  lay  the  new  10  inch 
main  to  run  from  the  old  12  inch  main  on  South  Main  St.,  near  the 
residence  of  Frank  Little,  to  the  meter  house  on  the  Unity  Road,  a 
distance  of  more  than  11,000  feet.  The  main  was  laid  quickly  and 
efficiently  and  by  early  October  laying  of  the  10  inch  main  was  com- 
pleted and  the  main  had  been  disinfected  and  tested.  However,  the 
manufacturers  of  the  pressure  reducing  valve  which  was  to  be  in- 
stalled in  order  to  control  the  flow  of  water  from  the  pond  to  the 
town  were  slow  in  making  delivery.  Hence,  it  wasn't  until  January 
1955  that  these  valves  were  available  for  installation. 

While  work  was  in  progress  on  the  transmission  main,  construction 
of  the  chlorinator  building  was  also  started.  However,  again  slow 
delivery  of  equipment  prevented  the  completion  of  the  chlorination 
facilities  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  of  this  date,  Feb.  15,  1955,  all  material  has  been  received  and 
installed,  but  final  adjustments  have  not  been  made  and  there  is 
some  work  to  be  done  on  the  chlorinator  building  that  can  not  be 
done  until  spring. 


THE  START  OF  NEWPORT'S  1954  WATER 
WORKS  IMPROVEMENT  PROJECT 

The  picture  on  the  left  shows  in  foreground  the  unloading  of  10 
inch  Asbestos-cement  pipe;  to  the  left,  gate  valves  and  fittings 
waiting  to  be  installed;  background,  backhoe  digging  hole  where 
new  10  inch  main  is  to  connect  into  old  12  inch  Main  in  South  Main 
Street. 
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The  first  tests  of  the  new  transmission  line  made  after  the  instal- 
lation of  a  new  meter  at  the  chlorinator  building  showed  that  the  old 
transmission  mains  were  able  to  transmit  420,000  gallons  per  day, 
whereas  the  old  mains  plus  the  new  10  inch  main  could  transmit 
645,000  gallons  per  day  or  a  net  increase  of  225,000  gallons  per 
day.  This  means  that  the  new  transmission  main  makes  it  possible 
to  deliver  53%%  more  water  to  the  town  than  it  was  possible  to  do 
a  year  ago.  The  engineers  predicted  a  total  flow  of  620,000  gallons 
per  day  which  was  only  4%  less  than  the  flow  actually  measured  upon 
completion  of  the  project. 

The  votes  of  the  1954  town  meeting  authorized  the  town  to  issue 
bonds  totalling  $101,000.00.  Due  to  economies  in  design  and  the 
favorable  bids  received,  the  total  cost  of  the  project  including  en- 
gineering fees,  land  damage,  legal  fees  and  miscellaneous  expenses 
will  be  approximately  $89,000.00.  Anticipating  this,  the  Selectmen 
issued  bonds  for  $85,000.00  instead  of  the  $101,000.00  authorized 
by  town  meeting.  Expenses  in  excess  of  $85,000.00  will  be  paid  for 
from  cash  surplus.  By  following  this  procedure  the  town  will  save 
on  the  total  amount  of  money  paid  for  interest. 

The  $85,000.00  bond  issue  was  dated  October  1,  1954  with  an 
interest  rate  of  2.10%.  Purchasers  of  the  bonds  paid  a  premium  which 
reduced  the  net  interest  rate  to  the  town  to  approximately  2.03%.  The 
bonds  are  to   be  retired  at  the  rate  of  $5,000.00  a  year  for   17  years.

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PLAYGROUNDS 

The  playground  program  in  1954  was  very  ably  conducted  by  Mr. 
Joseph  Gallota,  Supervisor  and  Miss  Celia  Laakso,  Assistant  Sup- 
ervisor. Mr.  Gallota  is  a  junior  at  Springfield  College  where  he  is 
majoring  in  physical  education  and  Miss  Laakso  is  a  sophomore  at 
Keene  Teachers'  College.  Under  their  direction  the  playground  pro- 
gram was  probably  one  of  the  best  and  most  diversified  ever  con- 
ducted at  the  Newport  playground.  Mr.  Gallota's  report  as  playground 
supervisor  follows. 

ALFRED  S.  HARDING,  Town  Manager 

This  year  the  tasks  of  the  playground  supervisor  consisted  not  only 
of  the  supervision  of  the  children,  but  also  the  maintenance  of  the 
equipment  and  grounds.  Maintenance  included  general  up-keep  of  the 
grounds,  such  as,  cutting  grass,  lining;  ball  diamonds,  tennis  courts, 
basketball  court  along  with  the  work  done  to  improve  the  playground 
facilities.  Improvements  completed  in  1954  included: 

1.  Painting    of    the    apparatus    bars,    swings,    sand    boxes,    slides, 
merry-go-round,  teeters,  etc. 

2.  Repairing  and  painting  of  the  toilets. 

3.  Repairing  and  painting  of  equipment  house. 

4.  Repairing  and  painting  of  softball  diamond  backstop. 

5.  Repairing  of  baseball  diamond. 

(a)  Removing  of  sod-grass  from  base  paths. 

(b)  Applications  of  calcium  chloride. 

(c)  Resurfacing  part  of  clay  surface. 

(d)  Frequent  rolling  and  raking. 

6.  Repair  of  tennis  courts. 

(a)  Removal  of  sod  from  court  area. 

(b)  Applications  of  calcium  chloride  and  salt. 

(c)  Repair  and  painting  of  practice  board. 

(d)  Continual  rolling  and  raking  of  court. 

(e)  New  fence  around  half  of  the  court. 

7.  Erection  and  painting  of  board  fence  between  the  tennis  court 
and  basketball  court  to  prevent  injuries  and  protect  the  wire 
fence  around  the  tennis  court. 

8.  Establishment  of  basketball  court. 

(a)  Removal  of  sod  and  grass  from  area. 

(b)  Application  of  calcium  chloride  and  salt. 

(c)  Building  and  painting  of  two  backboards. 

9.  Erection  of  new  fence  outside  playground. 

(a)  Removal  of  old  wire  fence  and  grading  area. 

(b)  Construction  and  painting  of  new  two  rail  wooden  fence  with 

new  gate. 
10.  Resodding  of  bank  along  softball  and  baseball  field. 

The  above  improvements  to  the  playgrounds  were  an  asset  in  the 
development  of  a  better  playground  program.  It  was  a  start  in  the 
right  direction,   towards  betterment  of.  the  recreational  program  of  the

town,  something  vital  to  every  community.  It  has  made  it  an  attrac- 
tive, cleaner,  safer  place  for  the  children  as  well  as  adults  to  go 
for  recreational  activity.  Let's  hope  that  the  work  started  can  be 
carried  out  to  greater  heights  and  that  what  has  been  accomplished 
will  be  properly  maintained. 

The  regular  supervised  playground  program  included: 

1.  Badminton  9.  Croquet 

2.  Softball  10.  Card  games 

3.  Baseball  11.  Horseshoes 

4.  Basketball  12.  Checkers 

5.  Arts-Crafts  13.  Organized  games 

6.  Volleyball  14.  Track  and  field  events 

7.  Tennis  15.  Ring  toss 

8.  Use  of  apparatus,  swings,  16.  Ping— Pong 
bars,  merry-go-round,  sand  17.  Touch  football 
boxes,  etc. 

The  regular  program  was  supplemented  by  several  tournaments  and 
special  events. 

An  added  feature  to  the  program  this  year  was  the  establishment 
of  a  two  league  basketball  program  with  games  played  two  evenings 
a  week.  The  league  stimulated  interest  in  basketball  and  the  basket- 
ball court  was  in  continual  use  all  day. 

Another  feature  was  the  initiation  of  square  dances  held  one  night 
a  week.  This  part  of  the  program  was  approved  by  all  and  it  drew 
much  interest  from  the  children  of  the  community.  It  is  hoped  that 
square  dances  will  be  continued  another  year  and  that  the  program 
will  be  enjoyed  by  adults  as  well  as  children. 

As  a  result  of  improvements  and  additions  to  the  program  and  equip- 
ment I  feel  that  we  have  generated  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  pro- 
gram as  a  whole.  For  example,  the  tennis  courts  were  in  deplorable 
condition  before  the  season,  but  after  many  hours  of  toil  they  were  in 
the  best  shape  that  they  have  been  in  for  a  long  time.  Result,  tennis 
interest  increased  and  the  court  was  in  continual  use. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  feel  that  a  very  successful 
season  was  enjoyed  by  all  at  the  playgrounds  in  1954.  Better  grounds, 
facilities,  more  equipment,  have  greatly  improved  the  playground 
program,  but  another  year  more  improvements  have  got  to  be  made  in 
order  to  make  it  a  modem  playground.  New  equipment  is  needed, 
the  old  concession  shack  should  be  removed  and  the  grandstand 
either  removed  or  repaired. 

Let's  hope  that  this  can  be  done.  It  can  without  a  doubt  if  a  little 
interest  and  community  spirit  can  be  generated.

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TOWN  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A  town  must  look  ahead  to  decide  where  it  wants  to  go  and  start 
a  practical  course  for  getting  there.  This  in  a  nutshell  is  called 
planning.  1954,  by  vote  of  the  town  meeting  under  an  article  spon- 
sored by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  saw  the  reactivation  of  the  New- 
port Planning  Board.  This  board,  given  the  proper  tools  to  work  with, 
can  become  one  of  our  most  important  groups  for  the  long  range  im- 
provement of  the  community. 

Fortunately,  as  a  result  of  recent  Federal  legislation,  Newport  is 
eligible  for  a  grant  in  aid  from  the  Federal  government  for  planning 
purposes.  The  Federal  government  will  pay  up  to  one-half  the  cost 
for  certain  planning  work  towards  the  development  of  a  comprehensive 
general  plan  to  guide  the  growth  and  development  of  the  municipality. 
To  start  this  planning  work,  and  to  match  this  Federal  money,  $2, 
000.00  is  included  in  the  1955  budget  for  planning.  In  1955,  if  the 
appropriation  is  approved,  a  land  use  plan  for  Newport  will  be  pre- 
pared. This  will  be  the  basic  tool  for  preparing  land  use  regulations 
such  as  zoning  and  sub-division  control  ordinances  that  are  badly 
needed. 

However,  zoning  is  only  one  part  of  community  planning.  The  Plan- 
ning Board,  with  the  support  of  the  people  in  the  future,  should  and 
can  go  on  to  the  development  of  major  and  local  long  range  road  plans, 
a  public  services  plan  for  the  long  range  improvement  of  the  water 
system,  sanitary  and  storm  sewer  systems,  and  a  public  improvements 
plan.  The  development  of  these  plans  will  lead  in  time  to  the  creation 
by  the  Planning  Board  of  what  is  known  as  a  capital  budget  for  the 
town.  A  capital  budget  projects  for  a  period  of  five  or  six  years,  the 
capital  improvements  which  a  community  should  make  in  order  to 
progress.  This  does  not  mean  that  all  of  the  things  a  community 
needs  should  be  done  in  five  or  six  years,  but  the  capital  budget 
would  include  the  things  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board 
are  most  urgently  needed  and  that  the  community  can  afford  to  under- 
take. 

The  preparation  of  a  capital  budget  assures  that  projects  will  be 
undertaken  in  the  order  of  their  need,  that  overlapping  of  projects 
will  be  avoided,  and  that  to  a  large  extent,  costly  mistakes  will  be 
avoided.  By  so  planning,  the  community  will  also  be  able  to  coor- 
dinate its  efforts  with  efforts  being  made  by  the  State  and/or  the 
Federal  Government  for  the  improvement  of  the  Newport  area.  The 
economies  which  will  result  over  the  years  by  long  range  planning, 
will  pay  many  times  for  the  money  spent  to  do  this  planning. 

The  survey  of  the  Water  system,  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the 
reconstruction  of  Sunapee  Street,  and  the  planned  survey  of  town 
bridges  and  steps  taken  in  1953  and  1954  to  lay  the  ground-work  for 
planning  of  capital  improvements. 

The  water  survey  has  already  resulted  in  the  construction  of  a  10 
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inch  water  main  and  chlorination  facilities,  but  there  is  still  much 
more  that  needs  to  be  done  before  the  water  system  is  in  first  class 
condition  and  to  provide  water  for  fire  protection  in  the  quantities 
needed  on  the  Main  Street  and  in  Guild. 

In  November  1954,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
a  contract  was  negotiated  with  the  Drury  Engineering  Co.  of  Hanover 
for  the  preparation  of  plans  and  estimates  for  the  reconstruction  of 
Sunapee  Street  between  Main  Street  and  the  east  end  of  Canal  Street. 
These  plans  will  provide  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  street  to  Fed- 
eral government  standards  and  will  be  paid  for  by  the  State  out  of  the 
Newport  Apportionment  B  Fund. 

Sunapee  Street  is  eligible  for  Federal  Primary  Road  Aid,  but  it 
was  necessary  to  determine  first  the  approximate  cost  and  plans  for 
reconstruction  of  the  street  before  final  action  on  our  application  for 
Federal  Aid  could  be  acted  upon.  The  plan  is  to  try  to  obtain  enough 
Federal  Aid  to  pay  for  one-half  the  cost  of  the  project  (the  maximum 
amount  any  project  is  eligible  for)  and  to  pay  for  the  other  half  with 
Apportionment  B  money.  It  is  possible  that  if  adequate  Federal  aid 
can  be  obtained  that  the  street  could  be  rebuilt  in  1956. 

Before  the  street  is  reconstructed  the  water  and  sewer  systems 
under  the  street  must  be  rehabilitated  where  necessary.  A  preliminary 
estimate  indicates  that  this  work  will  cost  from  twenty-five  to  thirty 
thousand  dollars  and  must  be  paid  for  by  local  funds. 

Planning  is  one  phase  of  a  good  municipal  operation  that  we  hope 
Newport  is  now  on  the  way  towards  utilizing.  It  will  help  immeasur- 
ably in  the  long  range  to  solve  the  community's  problems.  Newport, 
in  common  with  most  municipalities,  is  confronted  with  many  problems 
but  with  planning  and  the  cooperation  of  all  we  will  be  able  to  find 
the  solution  to  them. 

Serving  in  the  position  as  Town  Manager  offers  one  many  challenges 
but  it  also  teaches  that  only  by  working  together  can  we  make  pro- 
gress. Therefore,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people 
of  Newport,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  of  the  town  employees 
for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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NEWPORT  SAVES  MONEY  WITH  ASBESTOS-CEMENT  PIPE 

1954  marked  the  first  use  in  Newport  of  asbestos-cement  water 
pipe.  Ten  inch  asbestos-cement  pipe  was  used  to  construct  the  trans- 
mission main  from  the  old  meter  house  on  the  Unity  Road  to  South 
Main  Street,  six  inch  in  the  construction  of  the  new  water  main  on 
Union  Street  and  the  water  main  to  the  Chartrand  housing  development 
on  the  Unity  Road. 

Many  people  have  asked  about  this  pipe  as  it  is  something  new  to 
them.  The  pipe  is  made  out  of  a  mixture  of  asbestos  and  cement  and 
was  originally  developed  in  Europe.  At  this  time  there  are  two  com- 
panies in  the  United  States  making  this  pipe  and  it  is  rapidly  gaining 
wide  use  throughout  the  country.  The  pipe  meets  the  specifications 
of  the  American  Water  Works  Association  and  the  Federal  Government 
specifications. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  more  than  ten  million  feet  of  this 
type  of  pipe  installed  in  New  England  alone,  some  of  it  having  been 
installed  as  early  as  1934.  More  than  a  million  feet  of  asbestos- 
cement  pipe  was  installed  in  New  England  in  1954.  Springfield,  Ver- 
mont is  the  nearest  community  to  Newport  which  has  used  large  quan- 
tities of  it.  In  1953  they  installed  12,000  feet,  in  1954  an  additional 
12,000  feet  and  if  plans  go  through  for  another  project  in  1955,  they 
will  install  another  large  quantity. 

Because  the  pipe  is  made  of  asbestos  and  cement,  it  is  not  subject 
of  tuberculation  or  soil  corrosion.  Tuberculation,  the  building  up  of 
material  on  the  inside  of  pipe,  has  been  and  is  a  serious  problem  for 
Newport. 

The  pipe  is  manufactured  in  13  foot  lengths  which  are  held  together 
by  a  coupling  and  the  space  between  the  coupling  and  the  main  is 
sealed  by  two  rubber  gaskets.  This  is  100%  leak  proof.  The  light 
weight  of  the  pipe  combined  with  the  simple  method  of  coupling  the 
lengths  together  means  that  it  is  possible  to  install  the  pipe  for  less 
labor  costs  than  with  other  types  of  pipe. 

In  preparing  the  bid  invitations  for  the  construction  of  the  10  inch 
transmission  main,  the  town  took  alternate  bids  on  the  use  of  asbestos- 
cement  pipe  and  the  use  of  cement  lined  cast  iron  pipe.  The  difference 
in  these  alternate  bids  as  submitted  by  the  lowest  bidder  was  $5, 
680.00,  In  the  6  inch  size,  the  town  used  2245  feet  at  $1.40  a  foot 
whereas  cement  lined  cast  iron  pipe  would  cost  $1.80  a  foot.  This 
represents  a  total  saving  in  1954  by  the  use  of  asbestos-cement  pipe 
of  $6,578.00. 
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1954  PUBLIC  WORKS  HIGHLIGHTS 

TOWN  ROAD  AID 

In  1954  a  three  inch  bituminous  mix  surface  treatment  was  applied 
to  the  one  mile  section  of  the  road  leading  from  Maple  St.  to  Paradise 
which  was  rebuilt  in  1953.  This  treatment  cost  approximately  $2,700.00 
and  over  12,100  gallons  of  asphalt  were  used  in  the  process.  This 
leaves  a  short  gap  of  gravel  road  between  Paradise  and  the  Sunapee 
Town  Line.  It  is  planned  to  use  TM  Summer  funds  in  1955  to  gravel 
this  gap  and  surface  treat  it. 

In  1954  work  was  started  to  widen,  drain  and  rebuild  the  mile  and 
a  half  of  road  running  from  Oak  St.  to  North  Newport.  In  1954  40%  of 
this  road  was  widened  to  22  feet  and  drained.  In  addition,  75%  of  this 
widened  and  drained  section  was  gravelled  with  a  minimum  of  ten 
inches  of  gravel.  As  part  of  this  work  on  Oak  St.  Extension,  9  cul- 
verts were  installed,  200  yards  of  ledge  removed,  300  yards  excavated, 
and  more  than  2500  yards  of  gravel  applied.  In  1955  it  is  planned  to 
use  TRA  Funds  to  rebuild  the  remaining  portions  of  the  road  and  to 
apply  a  bituminous  mix  surface  treatment  to  that  part  of  the  road  which 
was  rebuilt  in  1954.

Court. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets— December  31,    1953,  December  31,   1954: 
Comparative    Balance    Sheets    as    of   December    31,    1953   and   Dec- 
ember 31,    1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A— 1.   As  indicated  therein, 
the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $59,251.08  in  1954.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  es- 
timated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A— 3  and  A— 4.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 
The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  sup- 
porting invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
collector's  records.

Inasmuch  as  the  two  year  period  in  which  the  law  provides  that 
redemptions  may  be  made  has  expired,  it  is  recommended  that  tax 
deeds  be  taken  on  the  properties  represented  by  the  unredeemed  tax 
liens  except  in  a  case  where  there  may  be  a  reason  why  this  pro- 
cedure should  not  be  followed. 

Conclusion: 

The  accounts  of  all  town  officials  which  we  examined  were  found 
to  be  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  and  financial  procedure 
conformed  to  prescribed  methods  and  procedure. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of  1939, 
require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential  features  shall 
be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of  Newport, 
in  the  County  of  Sullivan,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified 
to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  district 
on  the  fifth  day  of  March  1955  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  act 
upon  the  articles  set  forth  in  this  warrant: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

Article  5.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  6.  To  choose  auditors  for  the  ensuing  year,  (two  or  more.) 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  construct  and  equip, 
including  the  acquisition  of  land  therefor,  a  new  Junior  High  School 
Building,  and  for  the  purpose  to  raise  the  sum  not  exceeding  Three 
Hundred  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($375,000.00)  by  the  issue 
and  sale  of  bonds  of  the  District  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  72  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  as 
amended;  and  the  School  Board  be  empowered  to  determine  the  terms 
and  conditions  upon  which  the  bonds  shall  be  issued;  and  further  to 
authorize  the  School  Board  to  app  oint  a  building  committee  to  work 
with  them  on  this  project,  and  to  empower  the  School  Board  to  take 
all  the  necessary  steps  to  construct,  equip,  and  acquire  land  for  said 
school;  and  further  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  accept  on  behalf 
of  the  District  any  and  all  offers  made  by  any  agency  of  the  State 
and/or  United  States  to  apply  in  the  financing  of  any  construction; 
and  further  to  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Eighteen  Dollars  and  Seventy- 
Five  Cents  ($4,218.75)  for  payment  of  the  first  six  months  interest 
on  any  bonds  which  may  be  authorized  under  this  Article.  (Approved 
by  the  Budget  Committee). 

Article  8.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  ob- 
ligations of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said    appropriation    of    such    sums    as    are    estimated   to    be  received

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newport: 

I    submit   herewith   my    seventh   annual   report    as   Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

Enrollment 

The  gradual  but  steady  yearly  increase  in  school  enrollment  and  the 
many  problems  related  to  it  have  served  to  occupy  a  large  share  of 
the  time  and  efforts  of  the  school  staff,  both  in  terms  of  the  operation 
of  our  present  over-taxed  quarters  and  make-shift  arrangements  —  in- 
cluding the  temporary  classrooms  —  and  also  in  planning  how  to  provide 
for  the  continued  enrollment  increase  next  year,  the  year  after,  five 
years  from  now.  We  are  attempting  to  operate  as  effectively  as  pos- 
sible within  the  frame-work  of  our  present  facilities;  ever  hoping  that 
a  more  adequate  school  plant  will  soon  be  forthcoming. 

The   enrollment  rise  in   the  Newport   Schools   from   1950  to    1960  is 
shown  graphically  below.

The   amount  of  financial   aid  received  from  the  State   "to  equalize 
educational  opportunity"  for  the  last  few  years  is  as  follows: 
School  Year 

1951-52-  $28,041.14 

1952-53  -  $25,633.53 

1953-54  -  $43,408.88 

1954-55  -  $39,836.31 
The  budget  for  1955—56  carries  as  an  estimate  the  same  amount 
as  received  this  year  —  $39,836.31.  However,  Governor  DwinelFs 
budget  to  the  General  Court  has  recommended  an  increase  in  state 
aid  funds  from  $900,000  to  $1,200,000  annually.  If  this  larger  amount 
is  made  available  and  distributed  on  the  same  formula  basis,  Newport 
should  receive  several  thousand  dollars  more  than  the  amount  re- 
ceived this  year.  Any  increase  will  be  used  to  reduce  the  local  tax 
assessment  for  school  purposes. 

Teachers  —  Supply  and  Salaries 

There  were  twelve  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year.  This 
represents  a  much  larger  than  usual  turn-over  and  serves  to  point  up 
the  general  teacher  shortage.  It  continues  to  be  very  difficult  to  ob- 
tain good  teacher  replacements. 

Our  Teachers'  Salary  Schedule,  adopted  in  1948,  contains  a  pro- 
vision for  using  the  Consumer's  Price  Index.  "The  average  of  the 
monthly  index  numbers  for  the  previous  calendar  year,  will  be  used 
to  determine  the  category  for  the  year." 

The  category  under  which  the  schedule  is  currently  operating  (N 
plus  4)  has  a  price  index  range  —  using  1939  as  the  base  —  of  176— 
190.  For  the  first  10  months  of  1954,  the  average  of  the  Consumer's 
Price  Index  was  192.1.  Consequently,  it  has  been  necessary  to  add 
another  category  (N  plus  5)  to  the  Teachers'  Salary  Schedule  based 
on  a  range  of  Index  figures  from  191—205  and  to  establish  salary 
brackets  as  follows: 

Bachelor's  Degree    -  $2650  -  $3750 
Master's  Degree      -     $2800  -  $4000 
No  Degree  (5  yrs. 
Exp.)  $2600  -  $3400 

An  additional  allowance  for  dependency  is  available  to  some  teach- 
ers who  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  the  schedule. 

Teachers  would  advance  to  the  new  salary  figures  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  at  present,  following  Item  7  of  the  Salary  Schedule,  namely  — 
"If  the  difference  between  the   1954—55  salary  and  the  proper  place 
on   the   schedule   (including  the   amount   for   Economic   Adjustment  is:

The  minimum  figure  of  $2650  for  the  Bachelor's  Degree  is  not  high 
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in  terms  of  other  schedules.  We  cannot  expect  to  keep  or  attract  com- 
petent teachers  unless  our  salaries  &  working  conditions  approximate 
those  of  comparable  communities. 

The  amount  budgeted  for  Teachers'  Salaries  includes  funds  to 
provide  for  two  additional  teachers  —  one  at  the  elementary  level 
and  one  at  the  secondary  level. 

The  additional  elementary  teacher  is  to  staff  an  additional  rented 
room  to  house  one  section  of  Grade  3  next  September.  (For  an  esti- 
mated 134  pupils  in  Grade  3  next  fall,  the  rented  toom  at  the  Sibley 
Block  could  house  30  —  leaving  2  rooms  at  Richards  for  the  remaining 
104.  Without  an  additional  rented  room  and  teacher,  these  divisions 
would  contain  around  50  pupils  each.) 

We  have  a  number  of  large  classes  at  the  secondary  level  and  ex- 
pect an  increase  next  September.  The  teaching  load  of  the  present 
staff  is  heavy.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  temporary  partition  in  Chellis 
Auditorium  and  schedule  some  classes  in  this  make-shift  classroom- 
while  still  using  the  remainder  of  the  Auditorium  for  Study  purposes. 
The  additional  teacher  would  help  in  reducing  the  present  heavy 
teaching  load  and  serve  to  cut  down  the  size  of  some  of  the  present 

secti  ons .

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School  Study  Committee 

The  Report  of  the  School  Study  Committee  (printed  elsewhere  in 
this  report)  deserves  the  serious  consideration  of  every  citizen.  The 
report  represents  the  combined  judgment  of  a  group  that  has  spent 
months  in  analyzing  our  school  needs  and  has  made  recommendations 
as  to  how  these  needs  should  be  met. 

The  need  for  additional  school  facilities  has  been  brought  to  your 
attention— the    problem    will    not    solve    itself— the    decision    is  yours. 

Conclusion 

It  seems  inevitable  in  Newport  —  as  throughout  the  nation  —  that 
increasing  school  enrollments  will  cause  school  expenditures  to  con- 
tinue to  increase  in  the  years  ahead.  More  children  entering  our  schools 
represent  more  teachers,  additional  buildings  and  materials  if  we 
are  to  continue  to  maintain  our  present  standards  —  to  say  nothing 
of  improvements. 

With  New  Hampshire  Communities  facing  this  almost  inevitable 
rise  in  school  costs,  it  is  unfortunate  that  our  present  tax  structure 
leans  so  heavily  on  the  property  tax.  The  real  danger  is  that  as  the 
property  owner  finds  it  increasingly  difficult  to  pay  these  taxes  he 
will  begin  to  resent  the  cost  of  education;  and  if  he  fails  to  vote 
the  necessary  higher  appropriations,  the  schools  will  suffer.  He  has 
a  right  to  expect  the  State  to  come  more  vigorously  to  his  relief  in 
terms  of  an  adequate  State  aid  program. 

Citizens  would  do  well  to  seriously  consider  a  Broad-base  tax 
program  for  New  Hampshire  as  a  means  of  providing  a  more  equitable 
tax  system  for  the  support  of  local  government  than  now  exists 
through  the  almost  complete  reliance  on  the  property  tax.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

THE  PROBLEM: 

Few  matters  are  more  important  to  a  community  than  the  education 
of  its  children.  No  community  activity  demands  as  great  a  share  of 
the  tax  dollar.  Any  attempt  to  solve  the  school  problem  should  be 
given  the  most  intense  and  comprehensive  study.  This  is  one  point 
on  which  everyone  can  agree. 

Over  a  year  ago  a  committee  was  formed  of  Newport  citizens  who 
are  interested  in  finding  a  solution  to  this  serious  problem,  now 
facing  the  Newport  School  District.  Since  October  of  1953  the  com- 
mittee has  met  frequently  with  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent, 
with  teachers  and  with  representatives  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  We  have  attempted  to  determine: 

1.  What  is  this   "school  problem"  that  everyone  talks  about?  How 
serious  is  it  in  Newport? 

2.  What  is   the  ideal   solution?  What  would  we  like  to  see   done  to 
give  the  children  of  Newport  the  best  possible  education? 

3.  What    is    the   practical    solution?  How  near  can   we   come  to  the 
ideal?  In  other  words,  what  can  Newport  afford? 

Here  is  What  We  Found: 

The  overwhelming  need  in  Newport  is  for  more  classroom  space. 
The  need  is  acute  today.  It  will  become  critical  next  September.  Even 
the  most  conservative  census  figures  show  a  steadily  increasing 
school  population  for  at  least  the  next  six  years  or  as  far  as  census 
figures  can  be  projected. 

All  through  the  Newport  school  system,  classes  and  buildings  are 
overloaded.  The  Primary  building  on  Sunapee  Street  is  used  to  house 
grades  one  and  two.  This  building  contains  7  rooms,  one  of  which 
has  a  capacity  of  only  24  pupils.  This  year  there  are  141  children 
in  Grade  One  and  134  children  in  Grade  Two.  There  is  simply  not 
enough  room  for  them  in  the  Primary  building.  Twenty-four  children 
of  the  two  grades  go  to  school  in  the  old  building  in  Guild.  Twenty- 
eight  more  are  housed  in  a  rented  room  in  the  Lauste  block.  Next 
September  it  will  be  necessary  to  rent  space  for  an  additional  elemen- 
tary room. 

In    the    Richards    building,    which    contains    Grades    Three    through 
Eight,  there  are  at  present  574  children.  Here  too,  the  building  is  riot 
large    enough   to    accomodate    all    the    students.    One    division    of  the 
Third  Grade  is  quartered  in  a  rented  room  in  the  Sibley  Block. 

The  same  overcrowded  situation  prevails  in  Towle  High  School 
containing  Grades  Nine  through  Twelve.  This  building  contains  eight 
classrooms*  only  six  of  which  are  full  size.  There  are  now  324  high 
school  students  in  this  building.  There  are  97  different  classes  taught 
here.  The  building  is  truly  jammed  to  capacity  —  so  badly  in  fact, 
that  there  are  insufficient  home  room  stations  for  all  pupils. 
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It  might  be  well  to  point  out  here  that  we  are  remiss  in  our  duty  of 
giving  our  high  school  students  a  proper  education.  All  of  the  girls 
who  wish  to  study  Home  Economics  cannot  be  accomodated  in  the 
room  available  for  this  subject  in  the  Richards  Building.  The  same  is 
true  for  the  boys  who  wish  to  take  the  course  in  Woodworking.  There 
isn't  enough  classroom  space.  No  courses  in  metal  work,  auto  mechan- 
ics or  electricity  are  offered  to  Towle  students  although  these  courses 
are  available  in  most  high  schools. 

One  more  set  of  figures  may  emphasize  the  seriousness  of  the  prob- 
lem facing  the  school  district.  This  year  70  students  will  leave  the 
Newport  school  system  through  graduation  from  Towle.  The  next  year 
about  64  will  graduate.  The  next  two  classes  that  start  through  the 
school  system  are  estimated  to  number  136  and  138.  Where  will  the 
classroom  space  be  found? 

What  We  Recommend: 

Our  principal  recommendation  is  that  a  new  school  building  be 
constructed.  We  recommend  a  Junior  High  School  designed  to  house 
Grades  Seven,  Eight  and  Nine.  We  feel  that  this  building  should  con- 
tain 12  classrooms,  a  Science  room,  a  Multi-purpose  area,  a  Home 
Economics  Unit  and  Shop  areas.  This  plan  would  remove  Grades 
Seven  and  Eight  from  the  Richards  School  and  Grade  Nine  from  Towle. 
The  congestion  at  Towle  would  be  relieved  and  into  the  vacated 
rooms  at  Richards  would  move  the  children  in  Grades  One,  Two  and 
Three  who  are  now  quartered  in  the  outside  rooms,  as  well  as  making 
it  possible  to  reduce  the  size  of  some  of  the  present  divisions.  (Sec- 
tions of  Grade  5  are  now  running  40  or  more  pupils  per  teacher.)  The 
new  building  would  be  so  constructed  that  it  could  be  easily  expanded 
if  necessary.  This  plan  appears  to  the  committee  to  offer  the  most 
sensible  solution  to  a  grave  and  immediate  problem.  One  point  will 
be   clear  to   everyone,   the  situation  will  not  just  take  care  of  itself. 

It  is  easy  to  tell  you  what  we  think  the  School  District  should  do. 
It  is  not  so  easy  to  tell  you  why.  In  a  brief,  printed  report  it  is  im- 
possible to  review  all  the  studies  of  building  plans,  the  combination 
of  classrooms,  the  detailed  discussion  of  school  needs,  the  eval- 
uation of  all  factors  involved  that  have  occupied  many  meetings  for 
more  than  a  year. 

We  welcome  the  chance  to  answer  your  specific  questions  and  to 
give  you  more  detailed  information  to  justify  our  conclusions.  In  the 
meantime,    here    are    some    of  the    most    frequently    asked   questions: 

Q.  Is  a  new  building  the  only  solution? 

A.  Certainly  not.  We  have  considered  additions  to  each  of  the  three 
buildings  we  now  have.  In  no  case  is  there  sufficient  land  to  add  the 
number  of  rooms  that  are  desperately  needed.  When  all  plans  were 
compared,  the  building  we  propose  had  the  most  advantages,  both 
from  the  viewpoint  of  operating  costs,  relieving  the  present  congestion 
at  all  levels,  and  possible  future  expansion. 
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Q.  Are  today's  classes  really  bigger? 

A.  Yes.  Until  just  a  few  years  ago  the  Primary  building  on  Sunapee 
Street  took  care  of  Grades  One  and  Two.  Now  four  divisions  are  re~ 
quired  for  each  grade.  The  high  school  is  already  overcrowded.  Think 
what  the  situation  will  be  when  the  present  elementary  classes  move 
to  high  school. 

Q.  Why  do  you  recommend  as  a  site  for  the  proposed  new  building  the 
so-called  Waterman  farm  on  the  north  end  of  town? 

A.  Because  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  it  is  the  best  site  avail- 
able. Fourteen  sites  in  town  have  been  professionally  surveyed  and 
seriously  considered.  Modern  school  planning  authorities  recommend 
an  area  of  at  least  ten  acres  for  new  school  construction.  Only  one 
other  site  surveyed  Was  large  enough  and  this  one  was  not  available. 

Many  sincere  people  feel  that  the  Richards  lot  is  the  proper  place 
for  the  new  building.  However,  the  playground  area  there,  is  already 
crowded  with  nearly  600  children.  The  committee  feels  that  it  would 
be  unwise  to  add  on  this  spot  an  additional  building  that  will  cover 
more  than  an  acre.  In  case  future  expansion  is  necessary,  the  dis- 
trict would  again  be  faced  with  the  same  problem. 

The  Waterman  farm  is  8-tenths  of  a  mile  from  the  fountain  on  Main 
Street.  It  is  closer  to  the  town  than  many  new  schools  built  by  other 
communities  since  the  war.  The  students  assigned  to  this  school  would 
be  in  Grades  7  to  9  —  they  would  be  in  the  12  to  14  year  age  group. 
There  would  be  no  small  primary  grade  children  attending  this  school. 
The  recommendation  of  the  committee  has  been  made  only  after  long 
evaluation  of  all  the  factors  involved. 

Q.  Would  the  elimination  of  tuition  students  solve  our  problem? 

A.  It  would  help  some,  but  not  to  any  great  extent.  Newport  now 
takes  about  forty  tuition  students  —  all  but  two  of  whom  attend  high 
school.  They  come  from  Goshen,  Lempster,  Croydon,  and  Unity.  The 
district  receives  $260  for  each  student  or  a  total  of  $10,400.  To  bar 
them  would  reduce  —  but  not  eliminate  the  overcrowding  in  the  high 
school  and  would  substantially  increase  the  tax  load  of  the  Newport 
citizen.  It  would  do  nothing  to  solve  our  problem  in  the  lower  grades. 

Q.  Will  the  present  Towle  building  be  large  enough  to  accomodate 
grades  Ten,  Eleven  and  Twelve  when  the  big  classes  from  One  to 
Five, enter  high  school? 

A.  Experience  shows  that  there  is  a  drop-out  of  pupils  when  students 
enter  high  school  and  progress  through  it.  For  example,  Grade  Five 
now  contains  121  students.  It  is  expected  that  when  this  class 
reaches  Grade  Twelve  it  will  number  from  90  to  100  students.  It  is 
possible    that    in    the    future   it   may    seem   advisable    to    add   perhaps 
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two   rooms   to  the   present  Towle    building.    The   committee   feels  this 
number  of  rooms  could  be  satisfactorily  added.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HELPING  TEACHER 

The  work  of  Helping  Teacher,  in  the  few  months  of  its  existence, 
has  been  interesting,  varied,  and  has  attempted  to  fulfill  the  duties 
of  providing  help  to  teachers  in  a  variety  of  ways,  always  bearing  in 
mind  this  ultimate  objective  —  to  improve  the  educational  growth  and 
development  of  children. 

In  the  early  phases  of  the  program,  the  services  of  the  Helping 
Teacher  led  to  those  teachers  whose  expressed  need  was  indicated,  or 
to  those  whose  need  was  apparent  in  terms  of  new  experiences,  mat- 
erial needs,   scheduling  problems,   teaching  techniques,   and  the  like. 

Classroom  visitations,  meetings  and  informal  chats  with  teachers, 
principals,  Superintendent,  parents,  and  in  some  cases  the  school 
nurse,  have  all  contributed  toward  a  clearer  picture  of  immediate  needs 
and  have  to  some  degree  hinted  at  the  needs  of  the  future. 

Briefly  summarized,  the  work  of  Helping  Teacher  has  had  a  share 
of  the  responsibilities  in: 

1.  The  Testing  Program  —  intelligence  tests,  achievement  tests, 
and  individual  reading  tests  have  helped  to  determine  the  needs 
and  abilities  of  children. 

2.  Remedial  Reading  —  A  temporary  plan  of  group  instruction  in 
reading  with  the  purpose  of  (a)  gaining  a  deeper  insight  into  the 
problems  children  face  in  reading;  (b)  developing  methods  of 
dealing  with  specific  reading  difficulties;  and  (c)  determining 
ways  in  which  such  problems  might  be  dealt  with  within  the 
classroom.  The  extension  course  in  REMEDIAL  READING  of- 
fered at  Keene  Teachers  College  on  Thursday  evenings  proved 
most  valuable  in  helping  to  meet  these  objectives. 

3.  Newsletters  and  bulletins  —  prepared  in  conjunction  with  the 
Superintendent  as  a  measure  designed  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  teachers  matters  relating  to  (a)  special  teaching  materials; 
(b)  audio-visual  materials;  (c)  book  lists  for  children  of  all  ages; 
(d)  Union  Teachers  Association  items;  (e)  extension  course  and 
other  in-service  training;  (f)  other  special  and  miscellaneous 
announcements  according  to  needs  and  demands. 

4.  Participation  in  meetings  of  Union  Teachers  Association,  P.T.A., 
Study  committee  groups,  and  attending  meetings  and  conferences 
outside  the  Union  designed  to  acquaint  the  Helping  Teacher 
with  more  and  effective  ways  of  being  a  Helping  Teacher. 

5.  Helping  Teachers  -  providing  materials,  ideas,  suggestions, 
techniques  and  other  services  to  assist  in  instructional  improve- 
ment. 

A  look  to  the  future  indicates  the  need  for  increased  alertness  to 
the  needs  of  teachers,  for  as  their  needs  change,  so  does  the  work  of 
the    Helping   Teacher    if   it   is   to    be   effective  and   worthwhile.    It  is 
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hoped  that  future  weeks  will  bring  increased  services  in  such  areas  as 

1.  Individual  pupil  testing 

2.  Special  meetings  of  teachers  in  common  curriculum  or  grade  levels 
to  work  together  in  solving  common  problems. 

3.  The  recognition  of  the  slow  learner  and  ways  of  helping  him. 

Whether  past,  present,  or  future,  the  work  of  Helping  Teacher  is  a 
cooperative  undertaking.  I  should  like  to  express  my  hearty  thanks 
and  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  Flint,  principals,  teachers,  and  other 
school  personnel  throughout  the  Union  for  the  constant  encourgement, 
help,  and  cooperation  given  me  and  the  confidence  placed  in  me. 
Without  such  cooperation  and  mutual  understanding,  the  role  of  Helping 
Teacher  would  be  impossible.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Sir: 

I   hereby    submit   my    second   annual   report    of   Towle   High   School. 

One  of  the  major  problems  facing  Towle  High,  like  all  other  schools, 
is  to  keep  up  our  standards  in  order  that  our  graduates  can  go  on  to 
advanced  training  or  to  jobs  and  compete  successfully  with  graduates 
of  other  schools.  Closely  aligned  with  this  is  the  fact  that  the  tech- 
nical knowledge  needed  is  constantly  increasing.  Another  factor  is 
that  more  people  are  going  on  to  schools  so  we  now  have  a  much 
greater  spread  of  abilities  and  interests.  Add  to  these  additional 
requirements,  the  increasing  pupil-teacher  load  and  subjects,  one  can 
begin  to  see  that  something  needs  to  be  done  or  our  pupils  soon  will 
be  suffering  from  having  to  compete  with  those  with  much  better 
training. 

In  keeping  with  this,  the  course  we  added  for  Seniors  this  year,  for 
those  below  standard  in  math,  has  proved  very  successful.  It  hits  them 
when  they  are  more  mature  and  just  before  they  go  out  into  life  where 
they  will  use  it.  The  result  is  bound  to  be  that  they  profit  greatly 
from  it. 

With  the  required  attendance  age  moved  up  to  sixteen  years  of  age, 
we  have  more  in  high  school  who  are  "mechanically  minded,'*  but  we 
do  not  have  the  room  or  the  teachers  to  increase  the  opportunities  for 
this  forty  per  cent  of  our  school  enrollment.  It  is  inherent  in  our  dem- 
ocratic way  of  life  that  each  individual  is  of  prime  importance  and 
so  should  be  given  equal  opportunity  in  relation  to  his  ability. 
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We  can  not  adequately  help  slow  learners  in  large  classes  without 
equipment  and  materials  suited  to  their  needs.  We  urgently  need  more 
rooms,  staff,  and  equipment  in  order  that  we  can  give  more  help  to 
the  non-academic  students. 

A  brief  report  of  the  Class  of  1954  shows  that  forty-three  percent 
of  them  have  gone  on  to  further  schooling,  thirteen  percent  have  en- 
tered the  Armed  Forces,  and  forty  three  percent  have  entered  employ- 
ment and  marriage.  The  forty-three  percent  who  have  gone  on  to  further 
schooling  speaks  for  itself  when  one  realizes  that  the  national  and 
state  averages  are  under  thirty  percent. 

I  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent,  the 
Faculty,  parents,  students,  and  citizens  of  Newport  for  working  to- 
gether to  make  this  a  successful  school  year  for  Towle  High  School.

I    hereby    submit    the    annual    report    for    the    Richards    School   from 
January  1,  1954,  to  December  31,  1954. 

Changes    which   have    taken    place    for    the   progress   of  the  school 
are  as  follows: 

1,  Curriculum  Changes. 

A  Social  Studies  Course  has  been  introduced  into  grades  6—8. 
This  course  includes  the  studies  of  history  and  geography  as 
related  to  each  other,  rather  than  two  separate  areas  of  instruc- 
tion. In  order  to  prevent  repetition  of  subject  matter  already 
acquired  in  the  lower  grades,  it  will  take  one  additional  year 
before  conversion  to  the  new  program  is  completed. 

A  course  in  group  guidance  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum  in 
grades  7  and  8  with  the  intent  to  work  down  to  the  lower  grades. 
One  50  minute  period  a  week  is  devoted  to  this  instruction  in 
each  home  room.  The  purpose  of  this  course,  is  to  familiarize 
pupils  with  social  and  school  problems  related  to  their  own  age 
level  and  how  they  may  cope  with  them. 

Each  teacher  devotes  one  25  minute  period  a  week  to  individual 
pupil  counseling.  The  final  quarter  of  the  preceding  school  year 
was  devoted  to  the  indoctrination  of  6th  grade  pupils  for  depart- 
mentalized junior  high  school  instruction. 

The  reading  program  has  been  extended  to  include  grades  7  and 
8.  Remedial  reading  classes  have  been  established  with  the  pur- 
pose of  helping  those  pupils  with  reading  difficulties.  Similar 
reading  classes  have  been  developed  in  grade  5  under  the  in- 
struction of  the  Helping  Teacher. 

All  grades  now  receive  instruction  in  health. 

A  course  in  general  science  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum  in 
grade  8.  Each  division  meets  for  five  50  minute  periods  a  week. 

2-  Remedial  Work 

Four  25  minute  periods  a  week  are  now  devoted  to  remedial  work 
at  the  junior  high  school  level.  In  addition  to  remedial  reading 
classes,  this  time  allows  all  pupils  to  receive  individual  help 
in  all  academic  subjects. 

3.  Music 

An  increasingly  large  number  of  pupils  continue  to  receive  private 
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instrumental  lessons  in  music.  A  sixth  grade  choir  has  been 
organized.  This  group  meets  %  hour  a  week  in  addition  to  the 
regular  music  periods. 

4»  Civil  Defense 

A  civil  defense  program  has  been  organized  to  evacuate  pupils 
from  danger  areas  in  event  of  a  national  emergency.  Three  civil 
defense  drills  have  been  conducted  during  the  past  year.  After 
preparing  the  building  for  an  emergency,  all  pupils  are  evacuated 
to  or  below  the  ground  level.  The  school  nurse,  custodians, 
messengers,  and  drill  proctors  are  stationed  at  key  locations 
during  these  drills. 

5.  Activities 

A  program  of  organized  games  has  been  introduced  into  the  lower 
grades.  All  pupils  participate  in  these  supervised  activities 
during  their  recess  periods. 

The  athletic  program,  consisting  of  basketball,  skiing,  and  base- 
ball, provides  organized  sports  for  pupils  in  grades  6—8.  Twenty 
new  baseball  uniforms  were  purchased  with  funds  realized  from 
the  annual  magazine  campaign. 

A  70  minute  activity  period  for  grades  7  and  8  has  been  included 
in  the  program.  Art,  dramatics,  square  dancing  and  "B"  Band 
rehearsals  have  proven  to  be  worthwhile  activities.  The  great 
demand  for  art  instruction  made  it  necessary  to  confine  this  ac- 
tivity to  grade  8.  With  this  restriction  it  also  became  necessary 
to  divide  the  group  into  two  sections  and  present  the  instruction 
as  a  survey  course  with  each  section  receiving  instruction  for 
one  semester  only. 

The  "Monthly  Highlights",  a  publication  from  the  junior  high 
school,  has  brought  many  favorable  comments  from  pupils,  parents, 
and  interested  citizens,  who  are  informed  of  the  various  school 
functions  through  this  pamphlet. 

6.  School  Lunch  Program 

The  school  lunch  program  has  continued  to  be  a  successful  part 
of  the  school  program. 

An  automatic  potato  peeler  and  four  large  pressure  cookers  were 
purchased  to  enable  kitchen  personnel  to  prepare  certain  types 
types  of  meals.  As  a  sanitary  measure,  individual  wrapped 
straws  are  now  used  for  the  consumption  of  milk.  Through  pupil 
and  adult  lunch  sales,  government  surplus  commodities,  reimburse- 
ment for  milk  consumed,  and  contributions  from  civic  organiza- 
tions, a  financial  balance  has  been  maintained.  A  complete 
statistical  account  has  been  attached  to  this  letter. 

7.  Utilization  of  School  Space 

The  Cafeteria  is  now  used  during  the  A.  M.  session  for  audio 
visual    aids,     and    for    senior    high    school    mechanical    drawing 
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classes  during  the  P.  M.  session.  During  the  winter  months, 
bus  pupils  wait  for  the  arrival  of  their  buses  in  the  cafeteria. 
Games  have  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  these  pupils  during 
the  waiting  period.  Civic  organizations  have  used  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen  facilities  for  banquets. 

One  of  the  teachers'  rooms  has  been  converted  into  a  small 
classroom  for  those  pupils  in  grade  5  who  are  receiving  individ- 
ual instruction  in  reading. 

As  another  school  year  approaches,  I  find  it  again  necessary  to 
mention  a  problem  of  which,  I  feel  sure,  everyone  is  now  aware. 
With  the  large  enrollment  in  next  year's  third  grade,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  another  outside  classroom  in  addition  to  the 
one  now  used   by   one   third   grade   division   in  the   Sibley  Block. 

My  sincerest  gratitude  is  extended  to  all  who  have  shown  so  much 
interest  and  cooperation  in  helping  to  meet  our  school  needs.

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REPORT   OF  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Sir: 

1  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  school  nurse. 

During  this  past  year  there  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  of 
communicable  diseases  although  we  have  had  more  cases  of  whooping 
cough  and  chicken-pox. 

The  "Ringworm  of  the  Scalp  Infection,'*  which  concerned  so  many 
of  us  was  reduced  from  twenty-nine  cases  in  June  1953  to  one  in 
June  1954.  We  held  summer  clinics  to  care  for  this  situation,  which 
now  seems  under  control. 

This  was  the  first  year  that  the  School  Health  Department  tried  to 
establish  a  policy,  whereby  students  of  the  first,  seventh,  and  tenth 
grades  would  be  given  physical  examinations  yearly.  Next  year  we 
hope  to  add  the  fourth  grade  if  necessary  funds  are  available. 

The  Women  of  the  Moose  established  an  Emergency  Health  Fund 
for  needy  children. 

The  Rotary  Club  donated  $100  toward  establishing  a  dental  program 
which  we  hope  to  get  under  way  next  year. 

The  Lions  Club  provided  necessary  glasses  for  ten  needy  children. 

The  Salvation  Army  and  Kings'  Daughters  donated  clothing  and 
shoes  for  needy  children. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  has  been  and  is  most  beneficial  to  all  the 
students  but  to  the  School  Health  Personnel  the  results  of  this  program 
are  most  encouraging.
